A suggestion as to color would be "peacock blue'' embroidered on sheer white linen (the smarf^"-al- 


loped pieces set 5n of blue linen) worn on a coat of gray,'or tan would give a charming effect.

were executed in shadow embroidery, the dots, scallops and leaves in French satin stitch. This made a 
very dainty and transparent set for wear oa a pale tinted linen frock.
